SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer disk contains eight still photographic images of female nudity and 
sexual activity between men and women. Five of these images present other sexual 
and physical conduct of a degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature, to an 
extent and degree and in a manner that significantly colours the dominant effect of the 
publication. 

In regard to the submission received by the OFLC, it is noted that the publication is 
intended for the private use of the submitter. It is also recognised that the submitter 
wishes to use the publication in relation to his professional interest in the censorship of 
computer networks and bulletin-board systems. 

In considering the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), it is noted that the 
submitter has the “... freedom to seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of 
any kind in any form.” under si4 of NZBR Act. In accordance with s5 of the NZBR 
Act, this right is subject to “...only to such reasonable limits prescribed by law as can 
be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society.” The sustained depiction of 
these images throughout the publication, in the manner discussed above, renders the 
availability of the publication likely to be injurious to the public good. After 
consideration of the relevant criteria under s.3 of the Act therefore, the computer disk 
(magazine) is classified as objectionable.
